will be a sort of factory commission 
and will relievo the st^te board of 
health and tho state police nf consider- 
able work along that line. It is under- 
stood, however, that the state board' of 
health will bo given more direct health 
work, und wl!l stUl continue to look 
after such Institutions an the hauso of 
correction, jails, etc. 


Dr. Charles E. Simpson is the stats 


Inspector of health in tlicse parts and 
he has lately had added to his territory, 
tbo city of Lawrenco and the towns oC 
Methucn. Andover and North Andovcr. 
His territory now includes three cities, 
Lowell, Lawrence and 
Wobtirn

The .third Instalment of ihc report 


of the bureau of corporations on its 
investigation of 
the 
steel 
Industry, 


dealing particular!!' with the cost of 
production, has just been submitted to 
(he president by acting Corporation 
Commissioner Walker, and the condi- 
tions as shown concerning the Inner 
Ivor-kings of the steel trust RO far 
In 


Justifying the propoeed tariff laws as 
they .will affeet this Industry. A great 
part of the report Is given over to a 
discussion of the vast differences be- 
tween "book costs" and "net costs," 
and llgures are given to prove that iron 
and steel manufacturinff 
companies 


usually include in their statements of 
cost of production large proIUs pai 
to subsidiary ore and transportation 
concerns. 


This report, besides emphasizing the 


wisdom of the steel and iron clauses 
of the. tariff bill, gives the people of 
the country a great deal of Information 
on tariff and trust tiucstions. What It 
shows of the cleverness with which the 
steel trust conceals its profits 
by a 


network of dealings with subsidiaries, 
may be. taken as a lyplcal example of 
the way In which such companies and 
trusts seek to evade the spirit of laws, 
in their efforts to avoid 
government 


interference. 


That the steel trust does nol hclieve 


In stagnated business 
methods 
was 


strikingly shown by the testimony of 
President Farrell before the commis- 
sion, particularly in the way in which 
it has worked up Its 
foreign 
trade. 


The fact that It lias won such a world 
^vlde victory against the competition 
of Europe and over all tariff obstruc- 
tions and other difficulties, .Is ;i striking 
and .decisive proof that it can 
well 


exist in the home 
murkct 
withoul 


tariff 'help or protection. 
If, according 


to the testimony of Mr. Farrcll, the 
steel trust now sells rails sometimes 
abroad cheaper than at home, it fur- 
nished additional proof that the time 
has come for free trade In thnt Indus- 


try, 
The president docs not dispute 


the fact of-the former discrimination 
of 25 per cent, against the home mar- 
ket. 
• . 


As to whether the.profils of the stee 


trust are, abnormal, the figures' of Mr 
Walker's report are illuminating. In I 
he shows that steel rails costing $16.6 
a ton are sold at an average profit o 
510.7S per ton—more than 60 per cen 
Even if the. lariff legislation cut thl 
profit down a little, the steel trust couli 
very well subsist. 


One matter, however, which must b 
1 


considered in estimating steel profit 
is. the.great cost of railroad transpor 
tatton. In speaking of pig iron befor 
Ihe commission, President Karrell as 
serted that It could be delivered 
I 


Kan Francisco at a cost price for pro 
duction and freight of Jll.aO per ton 
-Commissioner Walker shows the cos 
to the steel tnisl to he 511.21 per ton 
But with the addition of the freigh 
rate from Pennsylvania to Kan Fran- 
cisco, President Farrell says that the 
cost would be 521.50 a ton.
